Wheat millers are required 
to produce one barrel of flour 
of 196 pounds from 264 pounds 
of wheat which represents 7 4 
per cent flour.

grove was signified in letters sent 
yesterday to Congressman Rainey at. 
Washington and to Adjutant Gener­ 
al F. S. Dickson a t Springfield. 
Mr. 
Hairgrove was led to take this action 
because of a very earnest letter he 
received from Congressman Rainey, 
urging him to recopsider the action 
whereby he sought to be relieved 
from exemption board duties, and 
furthermore in response to repeated 
requests from Miller Weir and Dr. 
C. E. Black, associate members on 
the board. 
Several weeks ago in a letter which 
at the time sounded somewhat vio­ 
lent. Mr. Hairgrove formally tender­ 
ed his resignation as a member of 
the exemption board and asked the 
department a t Washington to relieve 
him from the office. 
In that letter 
Mr. Hairgrove in somewhat charac­
